We will fresent evidence which will prove that the ?estruction of towns 
and villazes was carried out not as the result of any exicendes of war or 
military necessity. 

We will su-mit evidence that deliberate destruction was warried out in 
accordance with the thorouchly elaborate] plans of the Hitlerite Government 
ani in accordance with the orders of the German military comand; that the 
3estruction of towns an: villares, of in^ ustry an? transportation, was an 
integral part of the conspiracy which aimed at the enslavement of the peoples 
of Europe ani those cf other countries, at the establishment of a world 
hegemony of Hitlerite Germany. 

Everywhere the German fascist invajers came, they brourht death and 
lestruction. In the flames ires perished the most valuable machines 

'enius of mankin?, factories an? dwellin-s wore blown up 
fave work ani shelter to millions of people. 

Teople themselves perished, especially oli men, women an? children, 
ani those who were left without a roof over their heads an?! without any 
means of existence, 

With particular ruthlessness the Hitlerites plun?ere? and 40 
the towns ani villaces in the territories which they temporarily occupied, 
where, actin= on direct oders of the German Hich Command, they created a

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As proof I will quote an excerpt from the note by V,M, Molotov, a 
document which has been submitted to the Tribunal as exhibit USSR=51/2,

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While retreating from the Kuban region under the thrust of the Red Army, 
the German “igh Command worked out a detailed plan of operations which bore 
the code name of ‘Movement Krimhilde", and a large part of this plan, a whole 
section, wes tak oy the plan of demolitions. I omit one paragraph of my 
presentation here.

there are several depositions of German prisoners of war. I shall quote ore 
of these excerpts. Prisoner of war Verholtz Germann, a corporal from the 
597th Infantry Regiment of the 306th Division of the German Army, deposes 

as follows: 

"As a member of a demolit on squad I took part in setting fire to and 
blowing up government buildings and dwelling houses in First Iine, the main 
street of the town of Stalino. My job was to place the explosives, which I 
then ignited and blew up the buildings. I participated altogether in the 
demolition of five large houses and in the burning of several others." 

Your Honors, one could continue quoting the same kind of testimony, 

I repeat that in our possession are many documents which we could present to 
the Tribunal, but I consider that there is no necessity in doing that. What 
has already been read into the record permits us to conclude that premeditated 
and deliberate devastations were carried out by Hitler in occupied territories, 
and that this was really a system and not individual acts, and that those 
devastations were not done only by the hand of individual officers and 
soldiers of the German Army, but that the devastations and depredations were 
carried out on the orders of the German Supreme Command, 

I omit page 11 of my presentation, and I begin with page 12, 

In the criminal plans of the German conspirators, the devastation of 
the capitals of Yugoslavia and Poland took a particular place in the German 
system, and a special plan was devoted to the destruction of Moscow and 
Leningrad, 

Intoxicated by the first military successes, the Hitlerites elaborated ۰ 
crazy plans for the destruction of the greatest cultural and industrial 
centers dear to the Soviet people. They had already prepared for this 
purpose special Sonderkommandos, They even hastened to state their 
"decision" to refuse the capitulation of these towns, which never took place 
at all, 

It is necessary to note that such expressions as "raze to the ground" 


or "wipe off the face of the earth" were used quite frequently by the Hitlerite 


as 


conspirators, These were not only threats but criminal acts as well, 
- 4823 - 
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we Shall see from the further presentation, They did in some places succeed 
in razing flourishing towns and villages to the ground, 

I omit one paragraph of my presentation, 

I shall present two documents which reveal the intentions of the 
Hitlerite conspirators, The first document is a secret directive of the 
Naval Staff, numbered Ia 1601/41, dated September 29, 1941. It is entitled 
"The Future of the City of Petersburg." This document is the order 
presented by our american colleagues, Therefore, even though we also have 
the original of this document, which was distributed in several copies, I 
33166 that it does not have to be read into the record, With your 
permission, kr, President, I shall remind the Tribunal of the contents of this 
directive, 

In this directive it is stated that the Fuchrer decided to wipe the 
city of Petersburg off the face of the earth; to blockade the city and 
Subject it to artillery bombardment and to bombardment from the air, and 
to rage the city to the ground, It is also directed in the order that if 
there will be any negotiations for capitulation, capitulation will be refused 
by Germany. And finally, in this document it is stated that this directive 
is not only on the part of the Naval Staff, but also cn the part of OKW. 

I omit page 13 and I begin with the last paragraph of this page, 

The second document و‎ bearing the number C-123, presented to the Court 
&8 USSR Exhibit lih, is also & Secret directive of the Supreme Command of 
the Armed Forces, dated October 7, 1941, No. ll 1675/L4, and signed by the 
Defendant Jodl, This document is to be found on pages 69 and 70 in the 
document file, I read into the record the text of this document. There are 
a few excerpts from this letter on page lh of my presentation, The first 
paragraph of the letters 

"The Fuehrer has again decided that a Capitulation of Leningrad or 
later of Moscow is not to be accepted even if it is offered by the enemy. 


To ان‎ P 
"Therefore, no German Soldier is to enter these cities. Anyone who 


tries to leave the city through our lines is to be forced to return under fire, 
- 4824 = 
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"The exodus of the population through the smaller, unguarded gaps 
towards the interior of Russia is to be allowed. Before all other cities 
are taken, they are to be softened up by artillery fire and air raids and 
their population forced to flee. 

"We cannot take the responsibility of endangering our soldiers! 
lives by fire in order to save Russian cities, nor that of feeding the 
population of these cities at the expense of the German home-land, All 
commanding officers must be acquainted with this desire of the Fuehver." 

Fhe Hitlerite conspirators began to put their criminal ideas 
regarding the destruction of Leningrad into effect with unprecedented 
ferocity. 

In the report of the Leningrad City Commission for the Investigation 
of the misdeeds of the German-fascist invaders, the monstrous crimes of 
the Hitlerites are described in detail. 

This document has already been presented to the Court as "USSR Exhibit 
85, 

I shall read only the data by way of summary which is presented on 
page l of the report, which is on page 71 of the document book, 

As a result of the barbarous activities of the German-fascist 
usurpers in Leningrad and its subur! 8,961 buildings of economic importance 
and outbuildings with a total volume of 5,192,427 cubic metres were totally 
ruined, and 5,869 buildings were partially ruined. Altogether destroyed 
were 20,627 dwellings, and 8,788 buildings were partially ruined, Totally 
destroyed were 295 buildings of importance to cultural life and 1,629 
buildings were partially ruined, Six buildings serving religious cults 
were totally destroyed. The Hitlerites destroyed, ruined and damaged 
various kinds of buildings of a value of over 718 million rubles, and over 
1,043 million rubles worth of industrial equipment and agricultural machinery 
and implements," 

By this document it is established that the Eitlerites bombed and 


Shelled, methodically and according to plan, day and night, streets, 
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dwelling-houses, theatres, museums, hospitals, kindergartens, military 
hospitals, schools, institutes and trams, and ruined most valuable monuments 
of culture and art. Many thousands of bombs and shells were launched 
at the historical bvildings of Leningrad, and at its quays, ;ardens and parks. 

I omit the end of page 16, and to conclude I shall permit myself to 
cite one of the many testimonies by Germans which are quoted in the 
document, namely paragraph با‎ on page lh. 

You will find the testimony I am quoting on pese 8l of the document 
book, I quote: 

"Sergeant Fritz Kepke, commanding Noe2 gun of the 2nd battery of the 
2nd detachment of the 910th artillery reginent stated: 'For the bombardment 
of Leningrad, there was a Special stock of munitions in the batteries, 
Supplied above the limit to an unbounded extent, 

"All the gun crews knew that the bombardments of Leningrad were aimed 


at ruining the town and annihilating its civil population. They therefore 


treated the bulletins of the German Supreme Command ironically, which spoke 


of shelling the "Military objectives" of Leningrad. 1" 

The Hitlerite conspirators ained at the cearplete destruction of the 
capital of Yugoslavia -- Belgrade. 

I remind you of document number 1746-PS, presented to the Tribunal on 
7 December 1945 as G-B 120, which is an order by Hitler, dated the 27 march 
1941 and dealingwith the attack on Yugoslavia. As is known, this order, 
entitled "Directive No.25" gives in detail the strategic plan for the attack, 
and, besides this, orders that all Yugoslav land defences and Belgrade should 
oe destroyed by means of uninterrupted day and night air raids. 

I omit the first paragraph of page 18, inasmuch as the facts which are 
mentioned in this paragraph have been presented to the Tribunal on the llth 
of February. I shall use a few excerpts from page 22 and 23 of the official 
report of the Yugoslav Government. You will find this on page 111 and 112 


in your document book. I read: 
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"The planned character and systematic execution of thesc crimes at the 
order of the Government of the ده نماد‎ and of the OKW, is best seen from the 
fact that the destruction of the inhabited localities and of the population 
wes carried out even at the time of the retreat of German troops from the 
Yugoslav territory, Typical for the thousands of such cases is the attempted 
destruction of Belgrade and extermination of its citizens in October 19ll. 
The fighting for the liburation of Belgrade lasted from the 15th to 20th 
of Yetober, 19ll. Even before tho fighting started the Germans had prepared 
a plan for the systematic destruction of the city. For the purpose of 
carrying out this plan, they spread all over the city groups of soldiers 
specially trained for mining of houses and killing of the population. Though 
these groups were partly prevented from carrying out this task in the scope 
conceived by tho German commanders by the swift advance of tho rei Army and 
the National Liberation Fo c i eded destroying a large 

considerable 
number of houses in the south part of the city, and in killing a/nümber of 
inhabitants. 

lt happened in the northern part of thc city, where the rigers Sano 


and Danube meets The Germans went from house to house, threw the inhabitants 


naked into the streets, brought inflamvables into every apartment, spreading 


fire to all the buildings. If a house happened to be made of more solid 
materials, they woul’ then mine ite While doing so they were firing on the 
inhabitants, killing dofenseless persons, and in several large houses the 
injabitants were locked inside and they were destroyed by fire and explosions, 
The damage caused by this method in the city of Belgrade is estimated at the 
total sum of 1,127,129,069 Dinars, on the basis of pre-war prices," 

Thus, the ruining of Belgrade was prescribed by Hitler's order of the 
27th of March 1941, and it was carried out on direst orders of the Yefendant 
Gcering, and October لال9(‎ was done with the same methods aa tho Hitlorites 
used in the occupied territorics of the USSR. 

I pass on to presenting evidence of the plans and details of the 
Hitlorites for ruining the capital of the Polish State == Jarsaw. I shall 
quote three documents which reveal the criminal intentions of the fascist 


conspirators to raze this town to the ground. 
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The first document is under the number USSR Exhibit 128. I present 
to the Court a telegram addressed to tho Defendant Frank, Noe 13265, and 
signed by the Governor of the Warsaw District, Dr. Gischere The telegram is 
t» be found on page 148 of the document book, I read into the record the 
text of this telegram; 

"To the Governor General and Reichsminister Dr, frank; 

"At Cracowt 

"Warsaw, No» 13265 11.1091, 

"Subjects New Policy with Regard to Polande 

"I have to inform you of thc following result of thc visit of SS 
Lieutenant General (SS-Obcrgrupponfuchrers von dem Bach to the Reichsfuchrer S: 

"SS Licutenant General von dem Bach reecivec the new order to pacify Wars: 
æ that is, of razing Warsaw to the ground while the war is still on, where 
military requirements in the way of fortifications place no obstacles in the 
way, Before leaving, all raw materials, textiles, and furniture should be 
cleared out of Warsaw, The main task devolves on the civilian administration.

to Reich 'inister Dr, Lammers: 'The City of Warsaw is, for themost part, 
wreathed in flames. The Durnin? of the houses is the most reliable method 
of preventin- the escape of the insurgents, 

After this risinz an’ its suppression, Warsaw will justly be committed to its 
deserved fate of hein? completely annihilate3,! " 

These documents prove, thus, that the fascist conspkrators set for 
themselves the aim of razinr to the rund the capital of the Tolish State, 
Warsaw, and that the defendant Frank layed an extremely ective part in this 
crime. 

In all the territories of the USSR, Yuzoslavia, Foland, Greece and 
Czechoslovakia occupied by them, the German fascist usurpers systematically 
destroyed inhabite” localities accor مود‎ to plan, uniter the pretense of 


fi7htin- the partisans. Tunitive expe^itions, detachments an! commandos, 


specially detailed by the German military comand, burnt down an^ blew 


up tens of thousands of villages, hamlets, and other inhabited vlaces, 

I skip a perarraph. 

From the numerous Jocuments in the possession of the Soviet prosecution, 
I will quote, as examples, as few excerpts which are typical and which 
characterize the whole system used Dy the Hitlerites, 

The repcrt of Captain Kasper, a company commander, dated the 27th 
of September, 1942, an^ entitled "Conclusive Report on tho Results of the 
‘acifying Expe'ition Barrie? out in t-o Villace of Borisovska from the 22n4 
to the 26th of September, 1942", st: + as follows: 


No, 9 Company had to destroy the bani-infested villa-e of Borisovska. 
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This document has been presente? to the Tribunal as USSR Exhibit 119.

In January 1942, in the Reseknon District of the Latvian Soviet 
Socialist Republic, the Germans ^ troyed the Hamlet of saudriny with the 
whole of its population, ostensibly for having aided members of the Red 
Army, Inthe towns of Latvia e notice wes put up by the Chief ct the 
German State Security Police in Latvia, SS Obersturmbannfuehrer Strauch, 
in German, Latvian, and Russian. 

I present to the Court a certified photostat of this notice as USSR 
Exhibit 262, and I read to the Court an excerpt from this document. This 
excerpt is at page 158 of the document book. 

"The Commander of the German State Security Police in Latvia hereby 
announces the followings: 

"2, The inhabitants of the Hamlet of Audriny, in the Rezhetz District, 
concealed members of the Red Army for over one-quarter of a year, armed 
them, and assisted them in every way in activities agai he State, 

"As punishment 7 ordered the followings: 

"That the Hamlet of Audriny b iped off the face of the earth." 

Ihe Hitlerites widely practic.3 punitive expeditions in the occupied 
districts of the Leningrad provinze. As can be seen from a sentence of the 
Military Tribunal of the Leningrad military district, which was submitted 
to the Tribunal as USSR Exhibit 91, the Hitlerites burnt down, in February 
1944, 10 inhabited localities in the Dedovitch, Pozherevitz, and Ostrov 
Districts, The Hitlerite punitive expeditions also burnt down the Hamlets 
of Strashevo and Zapolye in the Plyuss District, and the Hamlets of Belshye 
Lyady, Ludoni, ete. 

Numerous punitive detachments, acting on the orders of the ferman 
Supreme Command, burnt down many hundredé of inhabited localities in Yugoslav 
territory, 

I refer, as evidence, to the third section of the report of the Yugoslav 
State Commission for the “stablishn ont of the Orimes of the German Usurpers, 
which has been presented to the T-'^unal as document USSR 36, and also to 


the special statement of the Yugo; iv State Commission, numbered 2697 (45), 
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and signed by Professor Ned@elkovic, which I present to the Tribunal as 


22 Feb-M-EF-6. 


USSR 309, these deouments are at pages 165 and 167 of the document book. 
In these documents we find a number of facts concerning the burning 
and destruction of villages and hamlets by the Hitlerites, by means of 


special punitive expeditions. 


As examples one can name the localities of Zagelzyde, Udova, Meckovac, 


Marsic, Grasnica, Rudnika, Xrupnza, Rastovac, Orah, Craboviea, Dracic, 
Lozinda, and many others. these districts of Yugoslavia were completely 
devastated after the Germans had been there, 

I also present to the Tribunal a photostatic copy of a notice by the 
so-called Commander=in-Ehief of Se: via, which I beg the Tribunal to accept 
as USSR Exhibit 200. This notice : captured by troops of the Yugoslav 
army of liberation, and it is certified by the Yugoslav State Commission. 

I read into the record only c.o extract of this notice: 

"The Gommander=in-Ghief of Serbia announees that the Hamlet of Skela 


has been burnt down and razed to the ground," 
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German punitive units also destroyed inhabited localities in 
Poland. As evidence I submit to the Tribunal USSR exhibit 368, which 
is an affidavit of the Plenipotentiary of the Polish Government, 

Dr. Stefan Kurovsky. This affidavit is an appendix to the official 
report of the Polish Government. 

From this document it is ascertained that in the spring of 1943. 
in the territory of the Zemoisky, Bilgoraisky, Khrubeshovsky and 
Krasnitzky districts, and under the command of the SS Officer 
Globotchnik, the Germans burnt down a number of inhabited localities; 
and in February 1944 five ha ..2ts were destroyed in the Krasnitzky 
district with the help of tie air force. 

A considerable number of inhabited localities were burnt down 
and razed to the ground in Greece. As examples we will name the 
settlements of Amelofite, Kleiston, Kizonia, Ano-Kertselion and 
Kato-Kertselion in the Salonica district, and the settlements of 
Mesovounos and Selli in the Korzani district, and others. 

I present to the Tribunal, as USSR exhibit 103, certified 
photostats of three telegraphic reports of the 16lith German Infantry 
Division to the Chief of Staff of the l2th Army. These reports, 

ntlemen, are at page 170 of the document book. 

Each of these reports consists of nine to ten lines. They are 
uniform in type and standardized. But these short official documents 
reveal actually the monstrous system generally employed by the 
Hitlerites in the territorie“ occupied by them. 


I will read into the rec rd one of these reports.

126-127. This document is presented to the Court as USSR Exhibit No.S0. 

This report states: 

"Lezaky, like Lidice, was totally destroyed and the ground where it had 
stood was covered over with mud." 

I pass on to the next count of my statement, the destruction of villages 
and towns,industry and transport on the territory of the USSR. 

Your Honors, I have quoted above the genral directives of the criminal 
German Government and the German Supreme Command concerning the destruction 
of inhabited centers of industry and means of comuunications in the USSR. 

Now I pass on to the presentation of proofs of those destructions which were 
committed in execution of these directives by the Hitlerites everywhere on all 
the territories which they temporarily occupied in the Soviet Union. 

I skip the proof of the destructions of single towns and pass on to the 
destruction on page l2 of my report, 

ihere are a large number of documents at the di al of the Soviet 


Prosecution which incriminate the Hitlerite criminals of the premeditated 


and systematic, calculated and cruel annihilation and destruction of towns 


and villazes, works ane factories, railways and means of cormunication. 

The presentation cf all this documentation would seriously delay the 
processf the trial. 

Therefore, I consider it proper to pass on to general conclusive data 
established by the Extraordinary State Comaission. 

From document USSR Exhibit 35, which has becn submitted to the Tribunal, 
I will quote only those sections and data which have not been quoted previousl, 
and only those which directly concern the subject of my statement. These 
extracts are on pages 223-22l of the document book: 

"The German-Fascist invaders totally or partially destroyed and burned 
1710 towns and more than 70,000 villages and hamlets. They burned and destro; 
more than six million buildings and rendered some 25 million persons homeless. 


Among the destroyed towns which suffered most are the great industrial and 
7 
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cultural centers of Stalingrad, Sebastopol, Leningrad, Kiev, Minsk, Odessa, 
Smolensk, Novgorod, Pskov, Orel, Kharkov, Voronesh, Rostov on the Don and 
many others, 

"Ihe German-Fascist invaders destroyed 31,850 industrial concerns, which 
employed some four million workers,"

"The Hitlerites destroyed 36,000 postal and telegraphic bureaux, telephon 


centers and other centers of communications during their occupation of a part 


of the Soviet Union, and especially during their retreat. The German 


Fascist invaders committed great damage to the 
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railway system and waterweys. 
"With special machines they put out of action 26 and partially destroyed 
eight main railway lines. they destroyed 65,000 kilometers of rails and 500,00 


kilometers of cables for signals and brake installations. "hey blew up 13,000

railway bridges, 4,100 railways stations. hey destroyed 317 locomotive. denots 


and 129 locomotive and wagon repair shops, as well as railways construction 
installations. 

"They destroyed, damaged or evacuated to Germany 15,800 locomotives, and 
diesel locomotives, and 426,000 trucks and railways cars. 

"The enemy caused great damage to the buildings, enterprises and institu- 
tions and ships of the shipping lines operating in the A,ctic Sea, in the 6 
Sea, the Baltic Sea, the Black and the Caspian Seas. they sunk or partially 
damaged more than 1,400 passenger, cargo and special ships. 

"The sea ports of Sebastopol, Mariupol Kertch, Novorossisk, Odessa, 
Nikolayev, Leningrad, Murmansk, Lepaya, Tallinn and others equipped with moderr 
technical installations suffered greatlye 

"Tae v-~urpers sank or stole 4,280 passenger and cargo steamers and steam 
tugs of the inland shipping services, as well as 4,029 tug boats, they des- 

ing bridge installations, as well as 89 wharves 

"Revreaving ۶ میت‎ the assuu.t o: the R d Army, German troops blew up 
ond destroyed 91,050 kilometers of highways and 90,000 road bridges, of a 
total lergth of 930 i} ometers," 

I now conclude my statement lomars. The documents which were pre- 
sented to the Tribunal and read into the record clearly demonstrate how the 
Hitlerite conspirators in all the territories captured by them in the 
Jugoslavia, Poland, Czechoslavia and Greece, trampled upon the laws and customs 
of war, the fundamental principles of criminal law and the ordinary provisions 
of Articlos 46 and 50 of the Hague Convention of 1907. 

The documents submitted also prove that in tno plans of the German invade 
tho complete destruction was contemplated of cities and villages from which th 
Hitlerites were compelled to retreat under the blows of the armed forces of th: 


Soviet Union. 
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The documents show finally with what bestial cruelty ond mercilessness 
the Hitlerites put into practice their criminal plans, reducing to dust and 
ashes the largest cultural and industrial centers, 

Over a wide narea from the hite to the Black and the Aegean Seas, in

There is an enclosure which is on page 129 of the document book, The 


labor direction upon receiving an application for slave workers turned to 
the corresponding instance of the Fascist Party with statement that it 
intended utilizing an Eastern worker in a household and they handed in an 
application form. This form also contains a statement or not it recommendes 
use of a woman worker in the household, 

I request the Tribunal to pay attention to the following document which 
is anappendix and is entitled, "Memo for Housewives Regarding Employment of 
Eastern Yoman workers in Urban and Rural Households." I am not dwelling upon 
it in detail, but only draw the attention of the Tribunal to the sub-title 
of this memo, which is on page 133 o^ *he document book. 

It is said that this form is published by the Yeneral Plenipotentiary 

e Utilization of ‘anpower in agreement with the leader of the rarty 
Chancellery and other corresponding authorities. Thus we know that millions 
of foreign slaves languished in Germany. But now we know that any German could 
become a slave-owner with the sanction and under the supervision of the Fascist 
Party, Apparently this also constituted one of tha elements of the "new" 
Fascist order in Europe, 

I deem it indispensable for rofer also to the order of the Defendant 
Goering, dated 27 March 1942. This order concerns the execution of the 
Fuehrer's decree regarding the office of the General Plenipotentiary for Labof 
Mobilization. I do not submit this document, as it is already at the disposal 
of the Tribunal, being presented by the American prosecution. 

"The General Plenipotentiary for Labor Mobili ior reby authorized, 
for the purpose of carrying out his tasks, to exercise the power which the 
Fucshrer has delegated to him to issue directives to the highest Reich 

their subordinate officers, to Party authoritics and to Party 
subdivisions and associated organizations." 

This order of the Defendant Goering does not only determine the special 
part of the fascist Party in the execution of the compulsory labor system, 
but also emphasizes the extraordinary powers of Defendant Sauckel in this field. 

The documents to which I have be ^ referring until now serve .s a basis 


for the Soviet Prosecution in their statement that the fascist party was the 
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center of all measures for the organization of compulsory slave labor, 
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T wish to deal now with the part of the German High Command in the 
organization of compulsory labor and deportation into Slavery of Soviet 
people. I submit to tho Tribunal, therefore, as USSR Exhibit 367, an OKH 
Coewment regarding (T am using the terminology of the document itself) 
tho "Mobilization of Russian manpower for the Reich."
